| BLAST OF DYNAMITE 
TRAPS 235 MINERS; 
7 DEAD, 24 INJURED 


Berlin, May 16.—<An explosion of 
4.000 pounds of dynamite trapped 245 
miners in a mine shaft at Dorstfeld, 
near Dortmund, this afternoon. Seven 
bodies and 24 wounded men have been 
removed from the mine and the rescue 
work is progressing while the wives 
and children of the entombed men 
wait silently at the nit head. 

The foree of the explosion destroyed 
the pit machinery and so injured the 
works that rescue work is proving ex- 
tremely difficult. 

The dynamite was stored in a mine 
depot near the pit mouth, and the 
fumes of the burnt explosive rapidly 
descended inte the pit and down into 
the lower works. where many of the 
miners are believed to have’ been 
asphyxiated.

EUROPEAN POWERS 


SETTLE WAR DEBTS 


“— 


France,, Italy, Belgium, 
Rumania and Czecho- 
Slovakia Formally Asked 
for Funding Proposals. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, May 16.—After more 
than three years of waiting, the 
United States government has initiat- 
ed steps to obtain funding settle- 
ments from its foreign debtors. The 
powers to whom this. nation made 
war or post-war leans. have been 
acquainted with American opinion 
that some move should be made by 
them «toward liquidation. 

+ Although officials of this govern- 
ment insisted today that they held 
no desiré to press unduly for pay- 
menis, they feel, and France, Italy, 
Belgium, Rumania. and . Czecho- 
Slovakia have been so advised, that 


the American .government..is entitled) 


to have funding proposals submitted. : 

The other principal debtors, Jugo- 
Slavia, Esthonia, Latvia and Greece, 
are aware of the Washington view 
also, but it was not made clear to- 
night whether American diplomatic of- 
ficials in those countries have been 
asked to earry settlement suggestions 
directly to them: 

France Largest Debtor. 

In addition to. the ‘diplomatic ma- 
neuvers made with respect to the 
debts generally, France has been in- 
formed by Ambassador Herrick that 
the American government would be 
pleased if a French commission would 
be sent here. Inasmuch as France 
is the largest debtor among those 
counties whose obligations remain 
unpaid, this phase of the general debt 
move was regarded as not without 
some significance. The French debt 
appeared to be the hub about which 
a gigantic debt wheel revolved. 

Simultaneously with the disclosure 
of the move to develop action on the 
part of the foreign hations, an ex- 
pression emanated from official 
sources that the American. government 
eould not permit a distinetion to be 
mude for prosecution of the workl 
war, those for post-war relief unpaid 
bills or the sale of surplus supplies. 

This was regarded as the answer 
to the several statements in European 
capitals in which mention was made 
and differences set down between the 
various kinds of loans. The American 


government, it was explained, cannot 
recognize any so-called political loan 
as being different from a loan cov- 
ering the purchase of war supplies 
or for use in relief work. 


‘Details Kept Secret. 


While details of the government’s 
move remained undisclosed there was 
evidence that the information given 
the foreign powers was tantamount to 
a circular note, reminding them that 
the American debt commission was 
ereated in February, 1022, for the 
purpose»for negotiating funding set- 
tlements, and that only five nations 
had availed themselves of the privi- 
leges thereby extended. The treasury 
holds demand notes of all debtor. na- 
tions save Great. Britain, Finland, 
Poland, “lungary and Lithuania, to 
whom it gave financial assistance. A 
Lillion and a half dollars in interest 
has accrued on the demand notes.

Dr. Thomas A. Jagger, one of the 
world’s leading seismologists and a 
fellow of the foundation, who studied 
the results of the Tokio disaster of 
1923 on the ground, estimates that at 
least 75 per cent of the loss could 
be eliminated by foresight and decis- 
ion, such as is embodied in the foun- 
dation’s program, 

The foundation proposes to have

Fight considerable shocks have 
marked the reeent seismic revival in 
the country east of the Mississippi, 
as follows: On September 30, 1924:

April 24, April 27 and 
May 2. That of February 28 was 
felt distinctly in New York city, the 
first since 1914. 

A seismological map shows that the 
earthquake ‘“‘zones” of this region to 
be Long Island sormnd, the Connecti- 
eut valley. the Maine coast from 
Roston to the Bay of Fundy. and the 
St. Lawrence valley. All these have 
heen active in the recent. disturb- 
ance, 

The foundation has made public 
the opinions of leading scientists on 
the earthquake danger in the north- 
eastern area. these agreeing that there 
is no basis for assuming the immunity 
of this section from earthquakes of 
destructive intensity. “We have heen 
lnlled into what is, perhaps. a sense 
of falsé@ security,” saves Professor A.

Rejoicing over the death of race 
track legislation in Missouri and Ar- 
kansas, which the report says indi- 
cates “clearly that there is a _ tre- 
mendous combine to promote race 
track gambling,” the document refers 
“again to the heroic fight which is 
being made to uproot and overthrow 
the evil in Kentucky led by Dr. M. 
Pr. Hunt.” It adds that “the organ- 
ized forces of righteousness’ in Ken- 
tucky are entitled to the full sympa- 
thy and moral support of such forces 
in all of our states until they accom- 
plish their -worthy. objective.” 

“Race track gambling,” says the 
report, “is one of the most vicious 
of all forms of gambling and is to be 
utterly resisted wherever it would 
advance and utterly destroyed wher- 
ever it exists.” 

Divorce Evil Rapped. 
The ‘divorce evil” has reached a 
point that is “positively alarming” 
in some cities, says the report. It 
calls on the church to rally to the de- 
fense of the home, 
Child marriage is dealt with in a 
section of the report, ten things that 
the commission believes would aid in 
stopping it being recommended. These 
are a reasonable and enforceable mini- 
mum age; require five days advance 
notice of intention to marry; put all 
“Gretna Greens” out of existence; 
through state cooperation, discourage 
hasty marriages across state lines; 
learn to know the work of the clerks 
who issue marriage licenses; abolish 
the fee system of paying license 
clerks; strengthen the laws ‘regarding 
proof of age; substitute better evi- 
dence of-age for affidavits; require 
both applicants to appear in person 
when obtaining a license and harmo- 
nize the state laws regarding the min- 
imum ages.

tiated at the state department upon 
suggestions from treasury and debt 
commission officials was rare, it was 
clearly indicated, but that the Ameri- 
can government was sincerely anxious 
to reduce the debt questions to a 
purely business basis. In other 
words, the official view was that ‘he 
notes held should be eonverted into 
definite term obligations with fixed 
dates, rates and payments, however 
small the latter might be. 
Definite View of U. S. 

The secreey thrown about the ad- 
vices 4o the foreign nations prevented 
public knowledge of the methods em- 
ployed. In the case of some of the 
powers, indications were that the 
Americin view had been transmitted 
in definite words while with respect 
to others it appeared that the advices 
¢mounted to little more than reiteta: 
tion by American envoys that the 
American commission awaited any 
communication the debtor govern- 
ment desired to make. Rumania, how- 
ever, has had a direet note from the 
state department. 

No government has been recognized 
in Russia and Armenia and no men- 
tion was made in official statements 
of Liberia, which country owes the 
United States less than $35,000. 

The American government _ re- 
peatedly has taken the stand hereto- 
fore ‘that it would not press for col- 
lection of the debts. From time to 
time gestures have been made by for- 
eign powers, but these so often have 
availed nothing that it is apparent 
now the administration has decided 
on a change in policy. Officials ex- 
plained, however, that even now it 
is not the thought of the government 
to force payment. 


The responsible authorities have 
waited long in the hope that the 
debtor powers would make funding 
proposals voluntarily, but thus far 
none has been forthcoming. 


‘Increasing pressure has been 
brought to bear on the administra- 
tion, especially from congressional 
quarters, in favor of a positive stan:l 
by the nations who owe money to the 
United States. Various senate an‘ 
house leaders have spoken frankly the 
opinion that delay should not be tol- 
erated longér and the argument also 
has been advanced that this govern- 
ment could not properly await disen- 
tanglement of European affairs before 
renewing its suggestion that funding 
settlements were in order.

“The commission will inquire into 
the history, management. financial 
and other operating accounts and 
practices of the St. Paul in order to 
determine the manner and methods 
in which the business of the company 
has been conducted, with a view to 
making a report in such order as may 
be appropriate.” 

Senator Shipstead, of Minnesota, 
who also wants a congressional in- 
quiry, believes that big financial in- 
terests wrecked the road and he has 
criticized the federal reserve board 
for not endeavoring to prevent a 
crash. It should have been possible 
to refinance the bonds which came 
due this year, Shipstead said. 

Debts Are Half Billion. 

The road’s unpaid obligations ap- 
proximated one-half billion dollars. 
One criticis m was tha t the road did 
not make sufficient effort to obtain 
loans from the government to tide 


over the pinch. Another is_ that 
through a system of interlocking sub- 
sidiaries, the road paid extravagant 
prices for rolling stock, repairs and 
supplies, and thus diverted the rev- 
enues of the road into subsidiary 
corporations controlled by insiders 
who got the profits, while the St. 
Paul stocxholders went without divi- 
dends and bondholders without their 
money when it came due. Unwise 
extensions of the .road through un- 
productive territory also were blamed 
as one of the coutributing causes. 

But St. Paul officials and other 
railroad men attributed the difficul 
ties to the agricultural depression, the 
diversion of transcontinental tonnags 
througfh the Panama canal, and rate 
reductions on agricultural commodi- 
ties, which formed a large proportion 
of the freight carried.

4. The judicial council shall also have 
power to arrest’ an action of a connectional 
board or other connectional body when such 
action is brought before it by appeal hy 
one-fifth of the members of said body 
present and voting or by a majority of the 
bishops. 

5. All decisions of the jndicial council 
shall be made hy a majority of the total 
membership of the conncil.

Ashburn, Ga., May 16.—(Special.) 
An unusual occurrence took place one 
morning this week at'Double Run.

Derominational schools were among 
the first reforms instituted by the 
new government.

Founded Free University. 

He founded the Free University of 
Amsterdam, where the ministers for 
his new churches were trained in the- 
ology and where young mep pursuing 
other studies would not contami- 
nated with the “mcdernist ison of 
the state universities.” “The Stan- 
dard” became the official organ of 
the new party and Dr. Kuynper, its 
energetic and fiery editor. He brought 
about a religious transformation in 
the country and appealed to the his- 
toric: imagination of the. Hollanders 
by constantly comparing the modern 
era with the days of the religious 
wars and the Spanish inquisition in 
the Netherlands. 

In the communal elections, the anti- 
revolutionaries often go it alone.

Its loyalty to 
the reigning house is characterized by 
the slogan: “God, Netherlands and 
Orange, an Indestructible Bond.”

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New York, May 16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Fish, principally 
hake, was announced to be the only 
eontraband sboard the ships of the 
rum row off the coast by one super- 
cargo of liquor smuggler who vocif- 
eroysly, though humorously, insisted 
that there “wasn’t no booze aboard.” 

Shooting his questions through a 
megaphone from the eoast guard cut- 
ter Pequot. on an official inspection 
tour, a reporter held his long distance 
interview, continuing an hour. over 
the gray Atlantic waters 25 miles off 
Montauk point at dusk last night. 
The supercargo stood in a search- 
light’s glare with members of his ves- 
sel’s crew grouped about him and 
bandied jests with his interlocutor. 

The insistent denial that -the ves- 
sel, the schooner General Pau, out of 
Liverpool. N. S., carriéd liquor was 
shouted over a pile of significant 
looking cases... He was informed that 
an party of newspapermen aboard the 
Pequot wanted to learn just what 
rum row thought of the coast guard 
blockade and was asked if he wonld 
receive any of them abeard. He 


“Oh, no.” he drawled. “T- would 
like to oblige you, but I fear I can’t." 
“What do you think of the block- 
e? 
“Tine will tell,” was the replr. 
“How are you getting on? Plenty 
of water, food and other things?”

off-hand statements are lacking in 
the elements of study and consider- 
ation which should accompany every 
judgment of a realtor. In fact, there 
is no judgment at all without study 
and consideration. Only to the extent 
that the declarations of a realtor are 
based on serious thought and thorough 
exmination with his word § carry 
ae Real Estate Jour- 
nal.

ARMS TRAFFIC MEET 
SHEARING CRIS 


Genevu, May 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press,)—The first round in the 
fight to determine whether the Unit- 
ed States can continue to collaborate 
with the league of nations  withour 
undertaking any official relations 
with the league, was staged in a 
tense atmosphere in Geneva. today 
and apparently ended with an Ameri- 
can advantage. 

Today’s session indicated the con- 
ference's anxiety to please the United 
States and the existence of confi- 
dence that a formal agreement will be 
subject te satisfactory American 
scruples without damaging the league 
itself. Yet it seems clear that the 
conference has reached a real ¢risi~. 

The combat hinged on whether or 
not the central office for the recep- 
tion and coordination of statistic~ 
of the traffic in arms will be estab- 
lished by the league council. The 
draft convention project says “yes,” 
but the United States says “no,” and 
today Representative Theodore Bur- 
ton explained why it must be “no.” 

Finally the whole problem was sent 
to a special committee of 10, of 
which the president will be Dr. Guer- 
rero, of Salvador, who is vice presi- 
dent of the conference.

STEADY SALES INCREASE

The Bosch ignition system for 
Fords, known as ‘““I'ype 600,” has been 
entirely redesigned, and many improve- 
ments incorporated. The system, as 
now offered to the trade, has so many 
changes that it virtually constitutes an 
entirely new system. 

The spark advancé in the new 
Bosch-Ford ignition systém is fully 
automatic, being controlled by an in- 
genious new governor, designed and 
built especially to suit the Ford engine 
characteristics. When the new type 
600 is installed on a Ford engine, the 
Ford spark lever is disconnected alto- 
gether, because it is not used at any 
time—even when starting. 

The new system provides for timing 
at the head—an ‘improvement which 
greatly simplifies and expedites the in- 
stallation, and makes it possible to 
time the system quickly while the en- 
gine is running. 

To time the system, it is only neces- 
sary to grasp the head of the unit 
(which contains the interrupter me- 
chanism) and rotate it against the 
cam. When it is rotated to the point 
which gives the smoothiest firing of 
the engine, you tightey the screw in 
the clamp, and the timing is completed. 
No amount of vibration can develop 
looseness of the head, or throw the 
unit out of timing. 

Another. new feature of the improved 
type 600 system is a small’ key on the 
distributor cap, and a keyway on the 
interrupter housing. These insure cor- 
rect location of the cam. Similarly. 
esrrect location of the retor is insured 
by a flat on the top of the governor 
shaft, and a corresponding flat-sided 
hole in the shank of the rotor. A tight 
fit of the rotor is assured by the spring 
slot in the tep of the governor shaft. 

Good ground between the interrup- 
ter cup and its housing is assured by 
two sptings on the side of thé cup. 
This. insures a tight fit at all times. 

The interrupter mechanism used 
with this system is exactly the same 
as that supplied with the standard 
Bosch systems when supplied to the 
leading car manufacturers. ‘The same 
is true of the distributor cap, which 

unusually high towers to prevent 

ent leakage. 

Even the appearance of the system 
has been changed, the head of the new 
type 600 being finished in a bright 
red, while the “rest of the unit has a 
black satin finish. ‘This makes the 
whole system unusually attractive, and 
it is especially helpful in making dis- 
plays in show windows, showcases and 
on the dealer’s counter.

an evil as ever has fallen on this 
country. 

“We are a nation of hypocrites and 
habitual Iaw breakers. Our youth is 
being ruined.” ; : 

This is strong language, and is 
perhaps inspired by conditions in 
Michigan that are more extrente 
than in this section and yet it is 
foolish to argue that prohibition is 
a success in Georgia—or in any 
other state in the union. It is fool- 
ish to argue that the hip-pocket 
flask—usually of the “home-made 
brew” that is sold by walking boot- 
leggers in almost every block of any 
city, and even in the smallest of 
rural communities—is not striking 
most alarmingly at the morals of 
the young. The highways are men- 
aced by rum-runners. The streets 
are unsafe from whisky-fired driv- 
ers. It is so in Detroit, and it is 
so in Atlanta. : 

, The Free Press goes further: 

“Reluctantly this newspaper arrives 
at the conviction that the 18th amend- 
ment was a fearful error, and that the 
most pressing domestic problem before 
the United States today is how to 
get rid of prohibition in its present- 
extreme form and substitute for it 
moderate but effective liquor legisla- 
tion that will have the support of 
public sentiment and above all will 
save the yotith of the nation from its 
present peril.” 


We cannot agree that the amend- 
ment was “a fearful error.’? Public 
sentiment sustains it. That is evi- 
dent at every elgction geertainly. 
But the pubiic that honestly believes 
in prohibition does not honestly 
cooperate in its enforcement. 


* In the operation of the prohibi- 
tion law too much is expected. of 
the law by the public, without the 
cooperation of the same public in 
making the law efficient. 

Prohibition enforcement, to be» 
come efficient, must begin with the 
individual conscience, and the indi- 
vidual home. | 

It is a great problem, and one 
that must be met. But one cannot 
meet it by shutting one’s eyes to 
the facts as they. exist. 

Did the, country. go too far in 


ithe adoption of the eighteenth 


amendment? 

That is the question to be an- 
swered. If ‘“‘yes,” the remedy must 
be found in the enactment of leg- 
islation that will have the support 
of the public back of it. If ‘‘no,” 
the law, as it stands, must be, en- 
forced at any cost. 


THE HARVEY CASE. 

Ex-Governor Wilson G. Harvey, 
of South Carolina, in pleading 
guilty to a technical violation: of 
the banking law and. paying the 
nominal fine of $400, imposed by 
the judge—which was paid, by the 
way, by friends who refused to lei 
him pay it—display@d the elements 
of manhood and character that are 
worthy of emulation. 

During his térm of office as 
|lieutenant governor, his bank which 
he organized about 29 years ago, to- 
gether with some five other local 
banks, yielded to the depressed con- 
ditions of 1921 and 1922, when the 
closing. of European markets pre- 
cipitated serious economic condi- 
tions in this country, and especially 
in the cotton States. 

By reason of his prominence 
some of his factional political ane- 
mieg seized the opportunity for re- 
prisal, and charges of violation of 
banking laws were filed. 

It is alleged, and very proBably 
correctly, that conviction on any of 
the counts was never anticipated, 


*-but the publicity of the prosecu- 


tions was looked upon by political 
enemies as punishment sufficient tu 
destroy him as a political. factor. 
In the first two trials, the second 


| resulting, it is alleged, frcm the un- 


satisfied determination of, enemies 
to carry the persecution of the for- 
mer governor to the extreme, he 
was promptly acquitted. The final 
indictment was brought at Allen- 
dale, and involved only a technical 
violation of the banking law—that 
his bank had loaned to a corpora- 
tion, of which he was a stockholder, 
more*than the $7,590 maximum 
provided by law. Governor Harvey 
declared that he could not con- 
scientiously contest such a charge,

technical violation in order te save 
the expense of a trial, and to cour- 
ageously do what his conscience 
dictated as the right and scrupulous 
thing. The charges did not involve 
the moral turpitude of the de- 
fendant at any time. 

Judge Wilson in imposing the 
nominal fine, as was necéssary un- 
der the law in view of the plea, 
made the following statement:  . 

“T must say that this is the manly 
thing to do. You haye heretofore 
been* known in private and public 
life as a manly and courageous man 
and at this trying time you have 
again shown yourself a man. I 
prove of your conduct and I | 
be just as lenient as I possibly can 
uhkder the circumstances. You are 
‘sensible; -hewWever, that

In the financial difficulties that 
overtook Governor Harvey in the 
dark days of the 1921-23 depres- 
sion he lost heavily, his own large 
estate yielding to his frantic efforts 
to save the investors and deposi- 
tors in his bank. Much was saved 
for them to his pers nal sacrifice. 
That the end of the persecution of 
him has been reached, and that 
Governor. Harvey stands without 2 
blot against his moral character, is 
gratifying to his hosts of friends in 
}South Carolina, Georgia and 
throughout the south. 


GEORGIA IS THERE! 


The Southern exposition is in 
i full swing at the Grand Central Pal- 
ace in New York.

SOUTH OF TOMORROW. 

it was a notable address that 
Theodore Price, editor of Commerce 
and Finance, of New York, made at 
the convention of the Atlantic Cot- 
ton association in Savannah. 

He is a southerner whose récog- 
nized talents have been devoted for 
more than a generation to agricul- 
tural economics with a special study 
of statistical cotton. 

But Mr. Price did not discuss 
cotton further than to commend the 
south for its present tendency to 
break away from the single crop 
slavery that held it in its clutches 
so long as cotton was regarded as 
the one and only money crop. 

The speaker is quoted as saying: 

“Tt is no longer true that ‘cotton is 
king,’ as first proclaimed by Senator 
Hammond, of South Carolina, in 1858. 
The socalled cotton states have been 
emancipated from: the tyranny of that 
merciless ruler. He now governs only 
by consent of the governed and the de- 
jusion that bis sovereignty gave his 
subjects the power ‘to compe] the alle- 
giance of the world and bring a sub- 
sidy from every nation on earth’ is 
gone, 

“But in its stead has come a vast 
improvement in economic conditions. 
Comparing the past with the présent 
it is quite natural that we should ask 
whether the past was more desirable 
than the present and whether the ma- 
terial progress achieved has involved 
the sacrifice of anything more essen- 
tial: I cannot see that this -is the 
case. 

“TI do not share and never have 
shared the apprehension that is felt in 
some quarters lest the south soon be- 
come less agricultural. The south has 
become intelligent, discriminating and 
independent. 

“The south of tomorrow will be as 
much ahead of the south of today as 
the latter is ahead of the south of 
yesterday.” 


The emancipation of the southern 
farmer from cotton Slavery has ac- 
centuated those conditions that Mr. 
Price sees as so favorable for the 
tomorrow. The system of balanc- 
ing has resulted from education, and 
from the application of sounder 
business methods -to. farming—that 
is to say, the making of farming as 
a producing industry, as much a 
business as that of the conduct of 
an industry for converting the raw 
into the finished. 

The progress of the south has 
been rapid, but every economist of 
note in America, including § Mr. 
| Price, sees in the future the growth 
of the south, along every material 
line, at a more rapid pace than is 
recorded for any section of this 
country at any. time. 

The system of more intensive cul- 
tivation has been- largely respon- 
Sible for this agricultural progress. 
The old days of the plantation of 
broad acres have given way to the 
new days of less acres to the given 
product, but more production per 
acre, This makes the balanced pro- 
gram possible, for with 40 acres 
| under intensive weevil-control culti- 
vation making more raw cotton than 
100 acres formerly made, it is. easy 
to see that the 60 acres of surplus 
land can be utilized In the growing

THE PATHOPHILE.

The patho- 
phile has very little use for the dic- 
tionary—that’s one thing ails him. He 
much prefers to browse in other 
tomes, and he likes’ ’em illustrated 
with good red ink flowing in the ar- 
teries and indigo in the veins. As for 
the rest of the works, the more color- 
ful the better. Likewise with the 
words. 

This extraordinarily brief communi- 
cation. from a pathophile affords an 
insight into the nature of «the afflic- 
tion : 

Dear Sir: As a daily reader of 
your articles will you tell me what 
may help, relieve or cure colds, ca- 
tarrh and laryngitis of the throat? 
Am also troubled more or less with 


irdigestion and nervousness. I have 
weak spells and at times... and va- 
rious ailments which I have doctored 
for considerable. Have almost decid- 
ed to go to a warmer climate, can 
you suggest the best and nearest for 
my condition? Very truly, 
“WORRIED.” 
That signature is genuine, all right. 
The wonder is that some doctor has 
not already consigned the man to a 
warmer climate. But that isn’t what 
he means by “doctoring;” he means 
tinkering. A pathophile loves to tink- 
er with his metabolism just as you 
and I love to tinker. with the old 
boiler. Ths most soothing heartening 
experience he can have is to meet one 
of his own kind who will swap symp- 
toms and treatments with him. Such 
a meeting constitutes one of the most 
delightful episodes in the play called 
“The Nervous Wreck.” 


Charlatans of an elder day, out- 
5 eave honest quacks they were, gen- 
tlemen of « sort, trailed fair game in 
the open, used standard ammunitien, 
ethically refrained from condemning 
other hunters and their methods, and 
blazed away wth the blunderbuss at 
sight. The symptoms and ailments 
they did furnish generally came with 
the first bottle of medicine and there- 
fore could not be deemed directly re- 
sponsible for pathophilia, but simply 
4 contributing or secondary factor. In 
ihese degenerate days the super- 
guacks get the symptoms and _  ail- 
ments over to the prospect with such 
commodities as soap, shoes, cereals 
end sundries. Perhaps the old tim- 
ers were responsible for much path- 
ophobia (that means abnormal fear 
vf disease), the modern ‘quacks derive 
much greater profit from the propa- 
gation of pathophilia (that means ab- 
rormal love of disease.) } 


Any one, evena trained physician, 
who undertakes to diagnose his own 
iliness or to determine for himself 
what is the matter, with a view to’ 
“trying” some kind of _ treatment 
which he thinks would be advisable, 
is pathophile and no mistake. A 
course of real old-time quackery 
might do such a fool good by arousing 
a wholesome fear of disease in his 
mind, at lest sufficient to keep him 
from trifling with it. ; 

Probably the psychologists could’ 
tell us precisely how pathophobia dif- 
fers from pathophilia.

America Lectures Europe Again — 
BY M. ASHBY JONES, D. D. 


PRETEXT 


Mr. Houghton, our newly-appointed 
ambassador to Great Britain, made 
his debut at the Pilgrim’s dinner in 
London, with somewhat-the air of a 
new teacher who is just taking 
charge of the schoolroom. Waving 
aside the usual diplomatic phrases of 
national good will, with a somewhat 
contemptuous manner, he assumed the 
role which European peoples have 
usually assigned to the American, that 
of a corporation director. “Let us 
get down to business,” or to “brass 
tacks,” his manner suggests. Then he 
proceeds, with his purpose thinly 


veiled in euphemistic phrases, to talk 
money. 


‘Ambassador Houghton, minister 
plenipotentiary of the United States 
government to Great Britain, very 
distinctly tells the nations of Europe 
that unless they improve their ways 
America will not loan them any more 
money. The question arises, for whom 
does Mr. Houghton speak? Is it for 
the government of the United States? 
Certainly no one dreams that this 
government will lend foreign govern- 
ments any more money, under any 
circumstances. The sole anxiety ex- 
pressed in our foreign policy for the 
past seven years has been the col- 
lection of money already loaned. 
Surely the ambassadog did not mean 
to hold out the hope that should 
European countries follow the advice 
of the United States, there would be 
any more loans to be made, or the 
curtailment of any of the debts al- 
ready made. 

Whom Does He Represent? 

Every chancellery in Europe. is 
carefully scrutinizing the language of 
our ambassador, seeking to know 
whom he represented and what those 
words really mean, It has been semi- 
officially given out from Washing- 
ton that he did represent Mr. Cool- 
idge. “Mr. Coolidge hopes that the 
speech of Ambassador Houghton at 
the Pilgrims’ dinner will have a bene- 
ficial effect,” says one Washington 
correspondent, close to the president. 
Since we cannot entertain for a mo- 
ment the idea that President Coolidge 
is speaking for the United States 
treasury, in these inferential financial 
hopes and threats which Mr. Hough- 
ton voiced, we are forced to believe 
that the ambassador spoke, with the 
approval of the president, as the rep- 
resentative of the private banking in- 
terests of the United States. 

It is pretty generally estimated 
that since the close of the war, Amer- 
ican financiers have invested some- 
thing like $5,000,000,000 in the coun- 
tries of Europe. ‘this has been done 
in the hope that it would contribute 


to the peaceful reconstruction of those 
unhappy lands, and thus restore to 


the world a normal commercial equili- 
brium. Now there has arisen a very 
grave suspicion that much of this 
money has gone directly, or indirect- 


ly, to the support of the militaristic 
plans of some of these European na- 


tions. Mr. Houghton’s warning, there- 
fore, is that this must stop or the 
sources of supply will be cut off. 
My protest is not against the prin- 
ciple involved in this warning. I. 
too, believe that not a dollar of Amer- 
ican money should go for the sup- 
port of the armed jealonsies and hat- 
reds of Europe, brt why this miser- 
able diplomatic indirection, not to 
say hypocrisy, of our American rep- 
resentative? As a government we 
left the diplomatic councils of Eu- 
rope with the declaration “that we 
would assume no responsibilities or 
obligations, which might involve us 
in the political issyes of foreign na- 
tions. We left at a moment when 
our advice and influence would have 
been most potent in pointing the path- 
way of peace. We left when our 
prestige was so great, that we might 
frankly and directly have dictated 
conditions for our cooperation, which 
would have compelled the serious con- 
sideration of every government on 
earth, What right has our govern- 
ment now, while definitely, and al 
most brutally, disclaiming any respon- 
sibility whatsoever, to seek indirect- 
ly, by controlling the acts vf our 


private bankers, to dictate the course - 


of European governments? 
Backdoor Diplomacy. 

Our ambassador closes with a pious 
and fervent exhortation for peace. 
but he quickly adds the reservation, 
“Now with the working out of that 
problem in its details, the American 
people have no will or desire to med- 
dle.” Yet since 1919 we have done 
nothing but “meddle.” In interpret 
the word “meddle” to mean, to par- 
ticipate in affairs in which one has 
no business, We have declared, with 
sickening reiteration, that the politi- 
cal affairs of Europe were no busi- 
ness of ours, and then in the role of 
“unofficial observer,” we have pro- 
ceeded to eavesdrop at council doors, 
peep through diplomatic keyholes, and 
whisper with thinly veiled financial 
threats, in every chancellery of Eu- 
rope. , 

Mr. Houghton well says, “Peace 
can come only through mutual and 
hopeful endeavor. Peace is ‘an ad- 
venture in faith.” It is just this 
“mutual and hopeful endeayor”’ in 
which we have refused to give. It 


is just this “adventure in faith,” 
which our political leaders have been 
too cowardly to make, which keeps 
the world today trembling upon th: 
brink of another catastrophe. 


Possibility of Finding Great Conti nent 
At North Pole Lures American Scientist 
To Fly With Amundsen for Earth’s Summit 


BY LINCOLN ELLSWORTH. 
(Special Dispatch to The Constitution and 
the North American Newspaper 
Alliance.) 

a Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, May 16.— 
The spectacularity of the aerial dash 
for the North Pole has overshadowed 
the scientific aspects of this great 
venture. I would be unwilling to risk 
my life for a mere stunt. It is only 
because of my belief in the scientific 
results of the flight that I am now 

toeing the mark for the: hop-off. 

. My foremost interest in the expedi- 
tion is geographic. I am fascinated by 
the million square miles of territory 
that stretches about the pole. What 
exists there is a question. There may 
be only snow, ice and water or per- 
haps a great continent. 

Dr. Harris, tidal expert of the 
United States Geodetic Survey, whose 
ideas greatly interested me in the geo- 
graphic phases of Polar exploration, 
believes there is either a submerged 
reef or an expanse of land near the 
pole, as the tides lag five hours coming 
around the Alaskan coast. 

Our expedition may also learn of 
the mysterious drift from the north- 
ern Paciife to the northern Atlantic. 
If we find open water during our 
flight we should be able to determine 
where the drift crosses over the hemis- 
pheres. The place must be fairly 
near the pole as the drift takes only 
three years. 

The méteorological data obtained by 
the expedition will be of great value. 
Our two meteorologists at the im- 


provised station established on our 
convoy ship, the Farm, the most yorth- 
erly weather bureau that ever existed. 
have already gathered information that 
promises new light on Arctic weather 
conditions. We six men in the two. 
airplanes may make further observa- 
tions of the most vital importance. 
These may be of purely scientific 
en but they may also be of practi- 
cal use. 


_ Our present data indicates that only 
light, variable winds exist in the 
Arctic and that air pockets are un- 
known, due to the equableness of the 
temperature as a result of the same- 
ness of night and day. It is possible 
that the weather in the Arctic is ideal 
for aviation. 


We in the two airplanes will pos- 
sibly be the pioneers for greav uair- 
ships that may some day run between 
New York or London and Asia over 
the North Pole route. Stefansson, 
writing recently in the Geographical 
Review, takes the view that such an 
air route is practicable. It is little 
more than one-half as far between 
London and Hongkong over the pole 
as around the earth’s girdle. 

Every explorer and _ geographer 
knows the value of even the sparse 
data obtained by Peary, Nansen and 
others. Yet their observations were 
limited by their being on foot or 
nboard ship. What we who get the 
first aerial perspective of the Polar 
regions May or may no} see is doubt- 
servations are great.

The scientific setting of the Scrip- 
tures was of necessity the scientific 
knowledge of the = It is unfor- 
tunate that a reactionary party in 
the church today refuses to profit 
from the lessons of the past. Wher- 


ever intezpreters have laid claim to. 


the scientific authority of the Scrip- 
tures, they have been compelled to 
make an inglorious retreat. This is 
the inevitable result, since it is a mis- 
taken view of the function of Scrip- 
ture and claims for the Bible what 
the Bible never claims for itself. It 
is a futile effort to attempt to har- 
monize the first chapter of Genesis 
the modern scientific idea of 
the process of creation. The author 
evidently uses the term 
with the ordinary significance, 
otherwise the rest on the seventh day 
has no, significane and “the evening 
ond the moerning are meaningless.” 
The purpose of this majestic opening 
passage of the Bible is fulfilled as 


‘it brings us into the presence of the 
Creator-God, 


Dr. G. T. Ladd writes: “In the 
strictest modern conception of science 
the Bible teaches us little or nothing 
that can properly be designated by 
this name.” . This fact is due to sev- 
eanses, chief among which are 
the following: The design of the Bib- 
lical writings is directed towards 
moral and religious ends, and _ it’s 
writers look upon the phenomena. of 
nature almost wholly from the moral 
and religious rather than the scien- 
tific point of view. Moreover the 
Hebrews showed the same ignorance 
of the mathods, conception, and con- 
clusions of modern plhysieal science 
whieh characterized all the ancient 
Oriental people. The failure to recog- 
nize this manifest fact has brought 
about the harmfl conflict of | theo- 
logians and scientists in which both 
have fallen into the egror of involving 
ihe vale of the rel us revelations 
with the scientifie acenracy of the 
Bible. ‘The Bible interpreter will 
never be free to unfold the real glory 
of the sacred pages so long as he is 
fetteréd with the unreasonable and 
unscriptural notion that the Bible is 
a scientific textbook. 

It goes without saying that God 
could have dictated scientific know- 
ledge to the inspired writers. but it 
is equally true that it was far from 
His purpose to do so. To frankly 
acknowledge this is to recover one of 
the age-long difficulties in siblical 
interpretation.

A most commendable lapse on the 
part of the imagist poet is the occa- | 


sion when forgetting to be an imagist 
he becomes a poet; when his creative 
imagination is charged with an 
tienal voltage urging it past dilletant- 
ish adjectives and heaped up nouns 
to burst forth irrepressibly in vigor- 
ous verbs. From time to time evén 
the imagists do this—tbhen remoresful- 
ly remembering their credo append a 
line of whites and golds and blood- 
reds wherewith to bring themselves 
again inside the safe circle of a defi- 
nition. 

With the exception of “H. D.,” who 
without forsaking imagism has _ yet 
made of “Ileliodora” an exquisite ex-

does Richard Aldington. It is a diffi- 
cult business, for the disciples of mod- 
ern tendencies take their craftsman-

new book can readly, without stretch- 
ing a point, be so described. 

“Exiles and other poems” is divid- 
ed into two sections—the second and 
less interesting portion comprising 
“Songs for Puritan” and “Songs for 
Sensualists,” titles which a nice dis- 
crimination might find more accurate- 
ly descriptive of their contents jin re- 
versed order.

3. He is thus able to avail himself 
of the law of averages which is one of 
the important laws of successful sell- 
ing. 

This law might be stated in some 
such way as this: Given a salesman 
of fair average ability, with a meri- 
torious offering—something that peo- 
ple need and can use—and let him in- 
celligently plan in advance how he 
shall use his time and then let him 
employ his time each day with good 
average diligence, he will become a 
profitable producer. . 

This is the lay of intellig&ht work

BRITISH STUDY AIR 


ROUTES OVER INDIA | 


Tondon, May 16.-—-(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Sir Sefton Brancker, 
director of civil aviation, returned to 
London recently after having com- 
pleted in four months a 17,000-mile 
journey by air to India and back in 
the same airplane in which he started. 
The machine made the entire flight 
without a single mechanical break- 
down.

Inspector Noonan, it has been ex- 
plained, was sent overseas by Com- 
missioner Enright with credentials to 
Scotland yard and the police chiefs of 
Paris, Vienna, Berlin, Rome and other 
capitals. He was ordered te.keep lips 
sealed and eyes and ears open, and 
saturate himself with the best in 
training facilities and methods to the 
end. that the “West  Pojnt” dream 
might be realized. 
| Commissioner Enright announces 
that the acailemy will be open not 


only to New York police and police 
recruits, but also to those from other 
cities. A limited number will be ac- 
cepted from outside New York who 
will be trained to serve as instruc- 
tors at home. 


The academy will have special de- 
partments devoted to training men as 
police clerks to do the highly special- * 
ized police paper work; to prepares 
traffic experts to meet ‘the growing 
complexity of motor transportation 
problems; to teaching the art of fin- 
gerprinting, Bertillon measurements 
and other phases of criminal identifi- 
cation, and to the special training of 
officers and instruetors, 


The academy also will contain the 
first training department for police- 
women anywhere in the world. It 
will retain and enlarge the existing 
training schools here for recruits, de- 
tectives and mounted men 


The academy opened recently with 
an initial enrollment of 350. The 
eourse is for three months.

It is the general concensus of opin- 


ion that the day of miracles has 
passed, but to the thousand persons 
attending the opening of the new 
Peachtree Christian ‘church on Moth- 
er's Day, May 10, it certainly seemed 
that a miracle was happening before 
their very eyes. The beginning of 
this. church has been likened to a 
young couple just newly married 
starting out in life. Their house- 
keeping equipment is rather meager,

‘Three hun- 
dred and fifty were enrolled at the 
first Bible school gathering, and this 
did not represent the school in its 
entirety as ‘several hundred others 
sent word that as it was Mother's 
Day they had gone to see. their 
mothers out of town and for other 
reasons were kept away, but hoped 
to be present at the first opportunity, 

We were elated eonugh over this 
beginning, but when church time ap- 
proached and the multitudes thronged 
in, our happiness knew no bound, And 
strange to say practically few visi- 
tors were present, they were all our 
own folks who had come to unite 
themselves with us in our new en- 
terprise. Soon every seat was filled 
and the choir rendered their usual 
‘beautiful music. Dr. L.-O. Bricker 
who is to be the pastor, spoke on “A 
Great Woman,” a Mother's Day ser- 
mon, and so tender and appealing 
was it, that there were but few dry 
eyes in the vast crowd and each one 
was touched to the heart on the mar- 
velous eulogy to “Mother,” the best 
friend that it is every vouchsafed mor- 
tals to know. : 


At the conclusion of the services, 
when the invitatiop hrmn was given, 
fourteen responded, all grown, but

In Training School 
At Wesley Memorial 


“Study to show thyself approved, 
a workman that needeth not to he 
ashamed” was the motto of the Stand- 
ard Training school held at Wesley 
Memorial church last week for the 
Methodist Sunday school workers of 
the city. 

Six hundred earnest young work 
ers were enrolled, each working for 
eredit in the particular department of 
Sunday school work in which he or 
she had chosen to specialize. 

The firsc of these schools, under the 
Sunday school board of Methodist 
Episcopal church, ‘South, was held at 
Lake Junaluska, N. C., in the sum: 
mer of 1917. Since’that time other 
schools have been held at regular in- 
tervals in the different conferences 
and always at Lake Junaluska, where 
it is possible to work for two credits 
instead of one, as in the conference 
schools. It is also possible to take 
a part of the work by correspondence. 

The work required. by the board is 
of such a nature that each student 
must be over 17 years of age and at 
least a graduate of the high schools. 

The North Georgia conference 
stands third in the conference of 
southern Methodism in credits made 
by the Sunday school teachers and a 
large number of additional credits 


-were won during this recent school. 


A gold seal diploma represents cred- 
it in eight of the general units and 
four specialization units. There were 
three gold seals given to Atlanta 
women at this particular school— 
Miss Marie ‘Thomas. of the Wesley 
Memorial church; Mrs, F. G. Jones, 
of Park street, and Mrs. Ethel 
Hutchins of Trinity. 

The school brought several promi- 
nent Methodist women from other 
states to our city as members of the 
faculty.

HE difficulty of bringing up 
weaves 2 family and of carrying on 
ay a career on the outside was 

ri encountered by Mrs. Beat- 
ote rice S, Fetz who thereupon 

decided to solve her problem in a 
unique and practical fashion. - 

Mrs. Fetz had been a librarian in 
the. children’s départment before her 
marriage. Later, when Curt and 
Sigrid came, she had fully planned to 
stay at home and devote herself to 
bringing up her two children. But 
euly one who has had interesting 
work outside the home knows how 
monotonous the daily chores of a 
housewife can be! Not the actual 
care of children, for to Mrs. Fetz 
that is the most interesting work any 
woman can have, but those thousand 
and one duties that fall te the lot of 
the housewife whose only help in the 
home is the spasmodic aid of an un- 
trained maid. 

So when the children had reached 
toddling age, Mrs. Fetz decided to 
again take up her library work for 
half a day. But she was unhappy 
away from her youngsters and 
though she felt she must pravide the 
wherewithal for the salary of the 
maid she wanted to relieve her of the 
daily drudgery of housecleaning, 
Mrs. Fetz decided quite emphatically 
she must earn that money within her 
own home. 

So about five years ago, there be- 
gan the career of the substitute 
mother! For that is the work Mrs. 
Fetz carries on within her own home 
and thereby earns a comfortable in- 
come. There are may day schools in 
every large city, especially m New 
York, where a mother can bring her 
children early in the moning m time 
for her to get down town to her own 
work, and take care of the child until 
the mother’s return about six. But the 
mother who works is still up, against 
it on holidays, week ends, and in 
case of slight ‘illnesses. She cannot af- 
ford to give up her work and these 
day schools still leave a large~share 
of the responsibility on the mother. 
And she, poor thing, is usually having 
a hard time of it holding down a 
job! 

O Mrs. Fetz, knowing of this dif- 

ficulty, decided to open her 
home to a few other children whose 
mothers worked and who could ap- 
preciate the advantages of heme life 
fm her family group. She is now 
mothering this winter three 
other children in addition to 

her two. The mother of two 

of the children had a position 

that keeps her from home 

from nine until five-thirty.

Formerly she had a maid who @& sey 


came in every day and took 
care of the three-year-old baby 
and prepared the evening meal.

‘Sautrday and ‘Sunday she 
spends with her youngsters, but dur- 
ing the week, she can give herself to 
her job, confident that her children 
ate getting a normal family life. 


Another mother was also compel-— 


led tg depend on the unintelligent 
care of a casual maid for the welfare 
of her little girl. The only solution 
of her: problem was to let the child 
make her home with Mrs. 
young couple who live three-fourths 
of the year in the country decided to 
come to town for three months. A 
hotel life was all right for them, but 


not for their active, noisy four-year-

every child fortunate enough to be 
welcomed into the Fetz home. ‘And 
so, out of the sympathy for the trials 
of the mather who must work, has 
come one of the satisfactory substi- 
tutes for the usual home life! 


OT al-mothers are as fortunate 
as the friends of Mrs. Fetz! 
Madame Marie Apel, a sculptress as 


well-known in England as in this. 


country, came fo these United States 
about ten years ago and brought with 


her hex enby child, . a daughter of 


seven. At home im England Mrs. 
Apel had made quite a reputation for 


herself in- her chosen work; she had 
made garden decorations for Lady 
Cheylesmore, the Duke of Con- 
naught, and other members of the 
Royal Family. Buf nevertheless she 
decided there was.a place for her on 
this side of the Atlantic and made the 
journey across.. 

Here life was a little more compli- 
cated than at home. Im -London, 
Mrs. Apet had made her home with 
her mother, who had taken over the 
supervision of the home and of the 
little daughter. But im her Studio in 
Washington Square, Mrs. Apel rea- 
lized that she was alone, without 
family or friends, and her future was 
cGependent on her talent. 

Jt was so necessary that Mrs. Apel 
concentrate on her work and there- 
fore so difficult to give her child the 
companionship and care the wee 
lassie needed, that the only solution 
was boarding school.

panionship of the little girl for 
whose welfare she is planning and 
hoping so much.’ 

Still another mother, also an artist 
whose children have had a determin- 
ing force in her life, is Marguerite 
Zorach. Mrs. Zorach was a success- 
ful artist of the modern school long 
before her marriage and confidently 
expected to be‘able to continue her 
painting after her marriage. But the 
advent of Tessim and Gohlov made a 


change in her plan. 

“It wasn’t difficult when they 
were babies,” explained Mrs. Zorach, 
‘‘to paint in the studio, but when they 
began to walk, and to become inter- 
ested in their surroundings, and curi- 
ous, | had to watch them continually. 
Every mother knows what it means 
to have an eager toddler under foot. 
Painting, I found, took so 
much concentration, that | 
couldn’t have the babies 
with me. So in order to 
take care of them, I tem- 
porarily~put aside this part 
of my work and instead be- 
gan making the modern 
hooked rug.”

Only an artist could produce the 
completely satisfactory” hooked rug 
exhibited by Mrs. Zorach. Not only 
does it express beauty as well as a 
practical service, but by way of this 
revived art, Mrs. Zorach was able to 
keep up her work in the company of 
her children. Which was the solution 
of a difficult problem! 


Now, of course, the children are 
of school age and Mrs. Zorach has 
more leisure and freedom to take up 
again the painting which she had to 
put aside when her babies were young 
and needed her. But fortunately for 
those who appreciate the decorative 
beauty of a Zorach hooked rug, there 
was a time when Mrs. Zorach put 
aside her palette and canvas because 
they took too much of her time and 
turned to the making of rugs. 


Those stories of mothers who have 
the double life by choice or necessity 
that have never had the publicity of 
publication are sometimes the most 
tragic. The dramatic details of some 
confessions that have come my way 
have been too intimate to give out to 
the public, no matter how sympathe- 
tic an audience it may be. But the 
experiences of these mothers who 
shall be unnamed are worthy of the

One young woman, an art student

Soon a 
little daughter was born fo them, the 
father got a job teaching, but in 
order to make both ends meet, they 
were compelled to move to the 
suburbs where rent and living were 
so much lower than in the city. 


Naturally the upkeep of the home 
was the wife’s responsibility, but de-

spite her daity household duties, she 
managed to get an hour or two to 
paint. But she couldn’t afford to 
go to town! 


The year the little boy was born, 
the daughter was a victim of infantile 
paralysis and as a result, was bed- 
ridden for two years. The family in- 
come never quite covered the needs 
of the family and now there were 
doctors’ bills to.-meet. Of those 
days Mrs. M— says: : ,

With an invalid child and a 
young baby it was not easy for Mrs.

UT the luck did change. Some

panels that meant success for the 
young mother. 


Since that day, success has come 
to her, The young daughter, after a 
series of operations, is able to walk 
with but the slightest limp, the son 
is a fine young boy and the whole 
family has pulled through the darkest 
period of its existence because the 
mother, though depressed by poverty 
and ilness, managed, nevertheless, to 
carry on her art work which even- 
tually was the lever by which the lit- 
tle family took its place in the sun. 


Another instance of mother perse- 
verance concerns a young actress 
who had achieved some popularity on 
the stage before her marriage. The 
arrival of her children, a boy and a 
girl, within three years, cut short her 
career and made a thorough-going 
homebody of her. The husband, in 
the meantime, was continuing on the 


stage and was providing a comfort- 
able though not luxurious living for 
his family. Needless to add, there 
was not enough surplus after doctor 
bills were paid to put away for that 
rainy day that inevitably comes. 


A serious illness forced the father 
into a hospital, where he was com- 
pelled to stay for more than three 
years. The mother could not think 
of going back to the stage, for such 
work would take her away from the 
city and home. So she, untrained,

learned to type, to make costumes, 
to do any kind of work that would 
enable her to stay at home with her 
babies. | 

She managed to support them 
through those dark days. Her hus- 
band was taken from the hospital by 
his parents who took him home so 
that he might have the care which 
his wife, handicapped by the prob- 
lem of making a living, was unable 
to give him. The wife began to get 
better paying work, the husband to 
improve. Her experience in the the- 
ater and her contact with the execu- 
tive end of producing eventually fit- 
ted her for a responsible position in 


the office of a producer. Such a 
position now gives her a comfortable 
salary, her children are happy, and 
the family looks forward to the day 
when father, completely _ recovered 
from illness, will be able to join them 
again. 


Mothers seem to have that happy 
faculty of coming through difficulty 
into happiness. No easy job is it, to 
manage a home and a job, and those 
women who have made good on both 
contracts, deserve the respect and 
admiration of those women who have 
been guarded from financial worry 
and have lived free from the worry 
and strain that hangs over the busi- 
ness woman who also mother’s a 
brood.

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HE idea of cooling the scorch- 
ing air of a desert by artifi- 
cial means is surely one of 
the most novel imaginable. 
Yet the thing is even now 

being done. 

It has been made a practical suc- 
cess in the dryest and hottest desert 
in the United States—the frightful 
waste in southern California which 
bears the gruesome name of Death 
Valley. 

Not that any attempt is being 
made to cool the entire valley, of 
course. ~That would be altogether 
impossible. What is being done is 
to chill and humidify the dry, hot air 
in various localities, so as to render 
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The “chuckwalla,’”’ one of many va- 
rieties of the lizard family which 
thrive in the torrid heat of Death 
Valley. This variety is notable be- 
cause its flesh makes an _ excellent 


food.

most Waterless Wastes of America’s Hottest 
Desert More Endurable for the Men Who 
Work Its Rich Mines. 


it possible for human beings to live 
there with a fair degree of comfort. 
In former days Death Valley was 
inhabited only by a few Indians; at 
the present time it has a population 
of more than 500, drawn thither by 
extra high wages to work in the borax 
mines or to pursue activities in con- 
nection with the mines. | 
On account of the terrific heat, the 
miners can work 
only during the 
earliest hours of 
the day and after 
sunset. The tem- 
perature often 
rises” above 120 
degrees. in 


Shade, and the weather bureau ob- 


serving station, established there in 
1911, took: note of 134 degrees on 
July 10, 1913, as recorded by a 
thermometer in a ventilated wooden 


th e- 


Shelter. 
the heat is presumbly greater. 

The valley is a vast “sink,’’ the 
whole of it below sea level. Its deep- 
est point, 276 feet below the level 
of the sea, is the lowest to be found 
anywhere in the United States. Yet 
that point is only eighty miles from 
Mount Whitney, the highest mountain 
in this country. 

The borax mining company has 
accomplished a miracle by reclaiming 
a tract of sixty-five acres in the 
midst of this dreadful desert, the 
water for irrigation being obtained 
from warm springs in the mountains, 
These springs maintain throughout 
the year the flow of a small stream 
which drops into a depréssion where 
the air is as hot as the blast from a 
furnace. For this reason the stream 
is called Furnace Creek. 


HE water used for irrigation is- 
Sues from the ground at a tem- 
perature of 100 degrees, and, owing 
to the extreme dryness of the atmos-

The name is not inappropri- 
ate, because fields, planted mainly 
with alfalfa, make the ranch a huge 
patch of vivid green on the brown 
desert. The warm water is good for 


In lower: parts of the valley — 


the alfalfa, which yields four crops 
a year. 

The mining station consists mostly 
of bunk houses, eating quarters, 
kitchens, rest rooms, pool rooms and 
offices. Cattle and poultry are 
raised for meat, and the farm also 
produces vegetables, dates, oranges, 
lemons and grapefruit. The place 
serves incidentally as a rescue station 
for occasional travelers. It has saved 
the life of many a lost wayfarer or 
prospector who has staggered in with 
parched throat and speechless, swol- 
len tongue. : 

Although, under such conditions, it 
is possible for men to live in Death 
Valley, they suffer dreadfully from 
the almost intolerable heat.- There 
is almost no moisture in the air, and 
for this reason evaporation is so rapid 
that one feeis thirsty all the time. 
One may drink galions of water and 
yet want more. Bodies of people 
who have perished of thirst in that 
most dreadful of deserts do not de-. 
cay; they dry up into natural mum- 
mies. 

The first suggestion of a means 
whereby life at the mining station

might be rendered more endurable 
was derived from an ingenious con- 
traption a foreman 
named Denton. He rigged an over- 
shot water wheel that drove a re- 
volving fam in front of which 
he hung a wetted blanket. Along 
side the blanket he slept, and 
the rapid evaporation of moisture 


invented by 
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from the blanket kept him delight- 
fully cool during the night hours. 


Upon the same fundamental prin- 
ciple is based the huge and elaborate 
mechanical apparatus which the bo- 
tax company has newly installed at 
the station, for cleansing, cooling and 
humidifying the air of the various 
buildings and also—the thing that 
seems really marvelous, and which 
never before was atiempted—the at- 
mosphere of the grounds surround- 
ing the station. 


OR this purpose is used an “‘air 

washer,’’ which is a large cubi- 

cal chamber provided with some hun- 

dreds of spray nozzles, the latter dis- 

tributed in rows one above another 

on the interior walls of the box-like 
Structure. 

The dry desert air, drawn into this 
chamber, comes into contact with a 
water spray that fills the chamber 
with moisture so minuiely atomized 
as to form a mist. It is as if a big 
room were filled with a cloud-stuff of 
such density that a person standing 
on one side of it cannot the op- 
posite wall, or, indeed, his own hand 
out-stretched. 

By this means the air is laden with 
as much moisture as it can possibly 
carry; and thereupon it is blown out 
of the chamber by nine powerful mul- 
ti-blade fans, being discharged 
through pipes of large diameter di- 
rectly into the various buijdings, and 
escaping therefrom into the open. 

The air thus humidified -has not 
only the effect of contributing mois- 
ture to the atmosphere inside the 
buildings and outside in their near 
neighborhood. Its moisture, evapor- 
ating, cools the atmosphere locally, 
just as the evaporation of water from 
Foreman Denton’s. blanket made 
coolness for him while he slept. In 
both cases the heat required to ac- 
complish evaporation is extracted 
from the air, whereby the coolness is 
obtained. 

The hotter the air, the more rapid 
is the process of evaporation. Hence, 
at Greenland ranch, the apparatus 
gives the greatest cooling on the hot- 
test days—that is to say, at just the 
times when the relief is most needed. 

Human beings, in cold climates, 
have always had to protect them- 
selves against cold. The idea of de- 
fense against heat is new, though 
perhaps not less imporiant. Within 
recent years it has been seriously 
taken up, and already much attention 
is being given to what is called the 
“conditioning” of the air of public 
buildings, auditoriums, hotels and 
many factories. 

This means the regulation of tem- 
perature and humidity for comfort 
and health, the air, as it enters from 
outdoors, being “‘washed”’ and mois- 
tened by sprays in dry*weather, cool- 
ed in the summer time by passing it 
over ammonia coils, or heated in win- 
ter by steam coils. Steam-driven fans 
furnish the requisite current. 

In various industries, such as cot- 
ton spinning, candy making and the 
manufacture of photographic films, it 
is essential that the air shall be just 
right in respect to temperature and 
humidity. Problems of this kind are 
now engaging much attention at the 
laboratory of the Bureau of Mines in 
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Pittsburgh, the work being- done in 
cooperation with the American Asso- 
ciation of Heating and Ventilating 
Engineers. 

HE immense ‘‘sink’’ called Death 

Valley, lying between two ranges 
of mountains 11,000 feet high, was 
in ancient times a lake. With gradual 
failure of rainfall—nowadays six 
months- often pass without a drop of 
rain—the lake shrank and the min- 
eral salts with which its waters were 
laden (originally derived from _ the 
rocks of the mountains) became 
highly concentrated. . Finally it dried 
up, leaving the salts be- 
hind.

Along the sides of the valley 
are enormous deposits of magnesium 
salts, so clean and white that they 
look like drifted snow. Though ex- 
posed for ages, they have not dis- 
solved, owing to the dryness of the 
air. 

These salts the borax company 
now proposes to attack by hydraulic 
means. A reservoir, built at high 
level in the Funeral mountains, will 
hold the requisite water. This will 
be piped. down jnto the valley ~and 
discharged in powerful streams 
against the banks of salts, washing 
the stuff into sluices and thence into 
séttling tanks. | 

Inasmuch as the salts dissolve 
much faster in hot water, the latter is 
to be provided by great solar heaters 
—apparatus that will employ the 
heat of the sun for the production of 


* high temperatures, 


Death Valley is about -150 miles 
long and ten to thirty-five mites wide. 
The lofty mountains that form its 
walls are wholly bare of vegetation. 

Rattlesnakes are more plentiful in 
this valley than anywhere else in the 
world—especially the ‘‘horned”’ rat- 
tlers, otherwise known as ‘‘side wind- 
ers’’ because, when seeking to’escape, 
they move away sidewise. The 
“‘tiger’’ rattlesnake, also numerous, is 
three and a half feet long. 

There are millions of horned toads 
(really a kind of lizard), and desert 
toads that spend a year or two in Solid 
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ground, baked in, as it were. When 


rain comes, they crawl out. 


The “chuckwalla” lizard, a foot 
long and fat, is good to eat. Another 
species of lizard, the ‘“‘gridiron-tail,”’ 
runs with amazing swiftness. No 
horse or dog can keep up with it. It 
starts at full speed and stops with 
equal suddenness, thus eluding hawks, 
coyotes and other foes, 

The ‘“‘whiptail” lizard, clad in 
armor plates and resembling a dino- 
Saur in miniature, feeds on _ insects 
and travels like a streak of greased 
lightning. 

Death Valley, although such an 
abode of desolation, is beginning to 
be apprecrated for its wonderful scen- 


ery. It is only 280 miles from Los 
Angeles, and automobiles have made 
it accessible. Two airplanes skim- 
med over it the other day. The val- 
ley is brilliant with color, and mirages 
and dust storms add to its weird in- 
terest. — :

one may travel 200 miles a day in 
any direction one chooses, over a 
country so flat and smooth that roads 
are almost unnecessary. 

The climate of Death Valley is al- 
together agreeable, and even delight- 
ful, in winter, and it is likely to be- 
come a favorite resort at that season 
of the year for tourists and auto 
campers. Numerous sign posts mark 
the routes and water holes, so that 
nobody need fear going astray or dy- 
ing of thirst.

But, as every student of Greek litera- 
ture knows, the ancient Sappho had 
other passions besides the composing of 
lyrics. She fell in love with Phaon, a 
handsome and charming young Greek, 
and when she found that her love was 
not returned, she was so broken heart- 
ed that she flung herself into the sea 
and was drowned. 


\ HAT more natural than that the 


reincarnation of the ancient 
Greek poetess, the charming “Little 
Sappho” of New York’s Greenwich 
Village, should also fall in love? 


That is exactly what the modern 
Sappho began doing at an early age— 
an age when most girls know nothing 
more serious than the puppy love of 
dancing school beaux. First it was a 
well known New York lawyer she 
wanted for a husband. Then it was a 
famous portrait painter, then a rich 
banker, then a dashing naval officer.

After striking at several exceed- 
ingly fast balls and fouling a‘ couple 
of them, the batter has been served 
a slow ball—one that seemed to

SURPRISE — that’s the whole 
secret of the slow ball. It is used 
most effectively after the pitcher 
has thrown a number of fast balls 
and the batter’s eye is looking -for 
speed. 

Ball Doscats Revolve 

The slow ball is one that is 
thrown so that it does not revolve. 
This is accomplished by raising the 
fingers at the moment the ball is 
released from the hand, thus giving 
it no chance to roll. 

Very little wrist motion is used 


ithe 


—it is more like a “pushed’’ ball 
than a thrown ball, but part of its 
success depends on _ its being 
thrown with the same delivery as 
any Other ball. 

Slow balls may be held in a num- 
ber of ways, chief among them be- 
ing with the palm, forked fingers 
and knuckles. ~ 

Raise Fingers Slightly 

When thrown. with the palm, the 
ball is held in the palm of the hand 
with the fingers extended around 
it. -As it leaves the hand the fin- 
gers are raised slightly to keep the 
ball from revolving. 

The siow ball thrown with forked 
fingers is difficult to use unless the 
hand is large. It is held in the fork 
bétween the first and second fin- 
gers and must be gripped tightly 
to be thrown effectively. 


Knuckle Ball Is Favorite 


The knuckle ball is “a favorite 
among boys, and league players, 
too, for that matter. It is held with 
ball against the palm and 
knuckles of the first two fingers, 
the ,thumb being lower and well 
around it. Like the others, it is 
thrown with an overhand motion. 

Before trying to throw a slow 
ball, spend some time in learning to 
hold it correctly and in swinging 
the arm with it. Make sure that 
you oan grip the ball tightly, which- 
ever method you useé. 

Practice Throwing 

Then practice throwing—slowly 
at first—and with increasing speed 
as you master the knack ofthe 
throws 

‘Such pitchers as Eddie Rommell 
make use of the slow ball to good 
advantage, but with them, too, it 
is effective as part of a surprise 
attack. : 

But above all, deliver the ball in 
the same manner as you would any 
other. This will keep the Oppos- 
ing batter from guessing what you 
will throw by noting a change in 
your method of delivery. 


*‘The biggest piece of advice | 
can give any boy learning to 
play ball is this: don’t be dis- 
couraged,” says Al Demaree. 
Then he adds, with a chuckle, “‘I 
was released once, when I was 
first starting out in baseball, 
from a small southern club, be- 
cause they said I was too slow 
for their league. But I kept right 
at the pitching game, because 
I’'d made up my mind I was go- 
ing to show them I wasn’t too 
slow for the big league.”

It was quite a 
shock to the Cli- 
vettes when Sappho 
first announced her 
reincarnation at the 
age of six. The an- 
nouncement was 
made on a Pullman 
car while en route 
to Des Moines with 
her family. 

“] am Sappho,” 
the child said calm- 
ly, “and I lived in 
Greece 2,000 years 
ago.” 


Mama and Papa Clivetite did not 
argue the.matter, but they found a 
Cireek poetess a somewhat difficult 
addition to the household. The first 
family struggle came when Sappho, 
evidently remembering that she met 
her death by drowning in her previous 
incarnation, refused to take a _ bath. 
She accounted for her aversion to the 
water by producing the following 
poem: | 


‘Silently the stars are shining,

Since Juanita wrote her first poem 
at the age of four, she has composed 
over 3,000 lyrics and odes, which 
many critics think show remarkable 
genius. At twelve years of age she 
produced a document entitled ‘““Why I 
Believe | Am Sappho,” which has puz- 
zied psychologists. They cannot 
understand how the brain of a child’so 
ycung could evolve such a philosophy. 


“My spiritual essence,’’ she says, 
“now incased in the body called 
‘Juanita,’ has.satyrated many bodies 
of varied personalities, but mone so 
vivid as that of Sappho.
